Evening Dress Required. 

The rules for admission of guests 
te the ball were announced today by 
the committee in charge. Those who 
received invitations have tickets ad- 
mitting them to the ballroofm floor; 
They will not be admitted without 
evening dress. Anyone not in eve- 
ning dress, coming with a first-floor 
ticket, cannot get in at all as these 
tickets are not good for gallery seats:

Lake Michigan at Kenosha, passing 
Muskegon two hours later. On ap- 
proaching Saginaw Bay we encoun- 
tered storm cloud and ran into air | 
pocket which dropped us _ several | 
hundred feet without resistance and | 
cost several sacks of sand. 
Fought Clouds and Rain. 

“From this time on we continual- | 
\ly fought clouds, rain and sun at 
| altitudes ranging from 700 to 20,000 
|feet, and temperatures from 82 to 
|41 degrees. At our highest altitude 
| we experienced difficulty in breath- 
| ing. 
' “at 9 a. m. Thursday we started | 
' crossing Lake Huron at widest point, 
| between Augress and Owen Sound; | 
| passed two freight steamers and

ia line between Owen Seund and/| 
| Waubanspene and at latter place saw | 
a yellow balloon deflated on the 
ground. From here we traveled east | 
by north in dense clouds until our 
ballast was nearly exhausted and/| 
at 4:30 descended below clouds to) 
observe our location and found we) 
vere over mountainous country. We 
'could barely see tops of trees tower- 
‘ing up in the fog as from nowhere. 

It began to rain heavily and we wero 
forced to land at 5 p. m., with no 
ballast. 
‘We surveyed the wilderness about 
us and were convinced we could nev- | 
er get our balloon out. 

“We slept in the basket, with bal-.| 
loon spread over it to shed the rain 
during the night. It stopped rain-| 
ing and we decided to start our tramp 
by aid of flashlights and compass. | 
going due west through a mountain-| 


ous region dense with trees and 
thickly grown underbrush, making’ 
headway very difficult At many) 


places we were forced to cut our pas- | 


sage with a hatchet. At 11 o'clock! 
Friday night we came to the shore | 
of a lake, much fatigued and with | 
food very low. We camped here for | 
the remainder of the night, as it was/| 
again raining. In the morning we 
continued our course until late Sat- | 
urday, when we came upon a farmer, | 
who directed us to L’Amable.”

His father, Harry, is holding 4 
prolonged reception in the baker 
shop, at 1514 Biddle, where the 
neighbors have been flocking in all 
\day long since Sammy got back. 

“Say,” sighed Sammy, who had 
slipped away for 4 while, and 
dropped in at the Post-Dispatch of- 
fice, “these people up there have 
nearly given me shell shock. I got 
sore hands from the congratulations 
the ve me. 

~ Aten when I came down the 
street Saturday morning @ week ago. 
First one to see me was Mrs. Good- 
man. She came running out and fell 
all over me ‘Sammy, my boy,” she 
says, ‘I’m as glad to see you 4&5 if 
you was my own.’ Then Mr. Hager, 
from around the corner, comcs 
marching up the street with the 
American flag. He was in the Civil 
War. He saluted me ‘Sam,’ he 
says to me, ‘welcome home. We've 
been waiting for this day.’ 

“Then they all began to come run- 
ning out. The old man was 45 
tickled as a kid. ‘Sam,’ he says to 
me, ‘my boy, you are an honor to 
the United States and the Goldberg 
family.’ 

“Put Out Something.” 

“Then,” said Sammy with a wink, 
“he put out something for them. 
Looked like the old man kind of 
stocked up for the celebration. But 
don’t put that in the paper,” he add- 
ed, “or we'll all be disgraced.” 

Before he went away with the 
188th (St. Louis) Infantry, in which 
he became erderly to Col. Howland, 
Sam was a stock clerk in a depart- 
ment store at $7 a week. But it was 
no $7-a-week clerk who strutted 
into the store last week. 

‘Say, you ought to have seen them 
flock around me,”.he said. “Miss 
Sherman, the head  salesiady in 
cloaks—she ran up to me and con- 
gratulated me. I bet she didn’t 
know I worked there until I left. The 
big boss came in, too. 

“‘Sammy,’ he says, ‘I want to 
congratulate you on the honor you've 
brought to the store,’ he says. ‘You've 
covered us all with glory.’ 

“But take it from me,” added 
Sammy, “if anybody thinks I’m going 
back to any $7 job he must be gassed. 
I want a snappy job, with real | 
money. The old man already wants 
to take me in with him, but I’m look- 
ing around for a while. I want to/| 
rest. Oh, I tell you, I'm right pop-'| 
ular up around the store.” 

The exploit for which Sam was 
Cecorated was that of capturing, sin- | 
gle-hanfed, 18 Germans from a/ 
dugout before Cheppy. Only sever | 
hours in action was required for him | 
to get the coveted decoration. He 
went over with a wave at 6 a. m., on 
the memorable Sept. 26, and went 
out of the fighting at 1 p. m. ‘that | 
day, and hasn't been in since. | 


“I thought maybe somebody was 
in the dugout,” he said yesterday, | 
“so I just dropped a potato masher | 
(a type of hand grenade) inside. Mis- | 
| ter, take it from me, there was a, 
noise like a Holy Roller meeting, and 
| 18 Heinies come out. 
_ They had their hands full of 
‘maps and information. ‘Hands oop, 
you fadompter doitch hunds,’ I hol- 
lered at 'em in German, ‘and keep 
"em up,” and, take it from me, they 
did. Then I marched them back, 
and that’s what I got decorated 
| for.” 

He also told of how, after Col. 
Howland was wounded, he looked

All of the prisoners, it was an- 
nounced, were brought in for inves™ 
tigation, and officials said they prob- 
ably would be released. 

There were no further reports of 
trouble anywhere in the district early 
today and it was-thought that the 
emergency measures put into effect 
several days ago when the trouble 
was at its height might be with- 
drawn in a short time.

It was settled by 
compromise.\ Why not the compromise without 
the disastrous losses and hardships? It is a reflec- 
tion on the intelligence of the labor leaders and the 
British authorities that a disastrous conflict ‘had to 
precede a promise settlement. 

Govern the relations. of employer and employe 
by orderly legal processes does not mean that either 
must submit to injustice. It means that both shal! 
be assured of justice—that both shall be protected 
from injustice and hardship. It means merely that 
justice shall be assured without conflict damaging 
alike to them and to the public.

The cost of the British railway strike, wh lasted 
eight days, is estimated at $250,000,000. Thad cabled 


reports of the terms of settlement, though incomplete, 
show that the strikers have seemingly won a con- 


siderable Victory. The scale of war wages, which} 


the Government proposed to end conditionally the 
first of the year, is to continue effective until Sept. 
30, 1920. Other substantial concessions are guaran- 
teed, so long as the present cost of living obtains. 
But the seeming victory of the railway workers 
is shadowy. The truth is that the immense loss 
entailed in the strike falls upon the whole British 
people, including the railway workers. And the ex- 
perience is but one more proof of the folly of the 
strike as a means of adjusting industrial differences. 
The strike is archaic. Labor makes the plea that 
the proscription of the strike wou]d mean involuntary 
servitude and would leave the laborer helpless to 
maintain his rights against unfair, unscrupulous cap- 
ital. The answer tosthat is that machinery must be 
devised which will compel unfair capital to be fair, 
which will also compel unfair labor to be fair, and 
which will protect the rights of both and maintain 
justice for all.

By a decision of the Supreme Court of Ohio the act |

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of the Legislature of that State in ratifying the pro- 
hibition amendment to the Federal Constitution is to 
be submitted to a vote of the people of Ohio. No other 
opinion cold be expected from that court. Ohio 
was one of the States that debated the initiative and 
referendum thoroughly before adopting it and after- 
wards threw unusual safeguards about it to prevent 
its misuse by fraud or collusion. The requirements 
for invoking the referendum in Ohio are exacting. 
Presumably they have been complied with. Hence 
the court’s decree. PF 

But it is reported that the prohibitionists will ap- 
peal from the Supreme Court of Ohio to the Supreme 
Court of the United States. Such procedure is ill 
advised. It is another evidence of the open-minded 
that the prohibitionists are insincere when they say 
that the overwhelming majority of the people are in 
favor of national prohibition. It is patent that such | 
an assertion cannot be a statement of fact, inasmuch 
as the people have never had a chance to express 
themselves on this question.

ENGLAND’S JOINT INDUSTRIAL COUNCILS. 

It is understood that the Whitley Council method 
of giving the workers a voice in the management of 
industry will be one of the principal subjects for con- 
sideration at the coming Industrial Convention called 
by President Wilson. 

As long ago as February last the Whitley Councils 
were accepted by the British Government and a pro- 
visional committee was set up to put the scheme into 
eperation. In inaugurating the plan on behalf of the) 
Government, Sir Robert Horne, Minister of Labor, 
said: | 

The keynote to the Whitley scheme is the idea 
of obtaining the best possible harmony .between 
the managing side of the business and those who 

' are at work in the business. The way by which 
_ that is to be obtained ts by giving the work 

people a far greater share than they have ever 
had in the past in determining the conditions 
undér which the work is to be carried out. The 
Government is whole-heartedly supporting this 
‘principle and that we ugree that it shall be car- 
‘ried out in the most complete fashion in all the 
“shops and yards for which the Government is re- 
sponsible. Wherevér the Government is in the 
position of employers they are agreed that this 
principle which gives the workman a share in the 
management shall be carried out. 


By April, as reported by The Survey, the Govern- 
ment had aided in establishing 24 joint industrial 
councils and 18 more trades were drafting constitu- 
tions for such councils. These councils, known as the 
J. L..C., set up district councils and work commit- 
tees, to take action regarding matters affecting whole 
districts, or shop conditions. They were able to dea] 
effectively and satisfactorily with questions of mini- 
mum wages and hours, and thus avoided possible 
friction and strikes. 

It does not appear’ to have been possible to extend 
this system to the railroad men, transportation work- 
ers, or miners—the so-called triple alliance, which 
is at present challenging the British Government in) 
the railroad strike. It is evident that whatever js| 
done bythe coming Industria! Convention for the set- | 
tiement of industrial problems here must cover the 
entire field.

Socrates: Did it ever occur to you that the 
Chinese themselves dre the people to get Shan- 
tung back? 

Polemarchus: I don’t think we ever thought 
of it in that way. 

Socrates: I dare say you never did. I only 
thought of it myself after thinking the whole 
thing over dispassionately. If the Peace Confer- 
ence attempted to make the Japanese give 
Shantung to China that would only estrange the 
Japanese from any concert of nations without 
getting Shantung away from her at all. 

Thrasymachus: Certainly. 

Socrates: The Japanese came into the war for 

a price. They demanded that price, and a world 
with its back to the wall paid it. 
« Polemarchus: I never thought much of crit- 
icism upon that score, It is too much like find- 
ing fault with what one pays for gunpowder 
when it is needed quickly. 

Socrates: It is, indeed. The Japanese drove a 
hard bargain with the allies, but to repudiate 
that bargain is not to recover Shantung for 
China. 

Polemarchus: Of course not. 

Socrates: Wilsonus thinks the Japanese ap- 
preciate the position in which they stand before 
the world, and that they will keep their promise 
to get out. Maybe they will. The Japanese are 
to a great extent dependent upon the good will 
of us all to do business. 

Glaucon: Quite so. 

Socrates: They can’t care fo put themselves 
in the hole as the Gérmans have done. 

Thrasymachus: One would not think so. 

Socrates: Very well. We come then to a con- 
sideration of China in the matter. The Japanese 
did not take Shantung from the Chinese. 

Glaucon: No. 

Socrates: They took it from the Germans. 

Glaucon: Precisely. 

Socrates: It is not, therefore, comparable to 
Alsace-Lorraine, for which the French fought 
themselves and for which tens of thousands of 
Frenchmen died. The Chinese did nothing in 
the war beyond sending a few coolies to Europe. 

Polemarchus: That is true. 

Socrates: They were simply in without any 
chips on the table, and in a world where real 
poker is played that sort of participan+ doesn’t 
get very much of the pot. 

Thrasymachus: Well said, Socrates. 

Socrates: Naturally, one doesn’t say that sort 
of thing politically or for Pacific Coast con- 
sumption: but that was the way the Peace Con- 
ference had to look at it.

S room in Washington College Hospital, in 
Baltimore, 

For a while the form lay in total unconscious- 
ness, then there was a slight movement of the 
finely chiseled head, about which clung short, 
thick, black curls. There was a poetic sym- 
metry about the head, an indescribable sadness 
about the counterfanee, and a pitiful] weakness 
about the mouth and unopened eyes. 

With the first movement of the patient’s head 
the attending nurse slipped noiselessly from the 
room and returned in a few moments followed 
by a physician. The eyes of the man on the 
bed opened and*the physician spoke kindly to 
him, questioning him as to his family and his 
home, But the wan and wasted form on the 
bed merely muttered incoherent things. Then 
the good doctor spoke of the patient's friends. 
At this the sick man’s eyes grew bright and 
he said, with emphasis, that the best thing his 
best friend could do would be to blow out his 
—the patient’s—brains with a pistol; that when 
he beheld his degradation he was ready to sink 
into the earth. 

Soon after he had spoken he fell into a doze. 
The doctor tiptoed from .the room, but returned 
shortly after and found his patient in a wild de- 
lirium, resisting the efforts of two nurses t» 
keep him in bed. This raving, with few calm 
intervals, continued for a day. Then came a 
change. Having become enfeebled from exer- 
tion, the patient became quiet and seemed to 
rest for a short time. Then, gently moving his 
head he said feebly, ‘Lord, help my poor soul,” 
and died—-unhappy, utterly discouraged and un- 
attended by relatives or friends. 

Thus, 70 years ago today, died one of Amer- 
ica’s greatest immortals, one of the greatest art- 
ists, and, without a doubt, her most original] lit- 
erary man—Fdgar Allan Poe.

As a nation I consider the En- 
glish infamous and brutal! in their 
policies. They have during cen- 
turies bullt up a moral code in 
which they believe. According to 
it, everything is good, just and 
even religious. which ts to their 
advantage. All nations are their 
object of extortion according to 
divine decree. 

But individually they are to be 
respected and they are our strong- 
est foe. 

Consternation Over Reverses. 

The general staff seems to be 
off its head with triumph. As yet 
we have by no means triumphed, 
considering the war as a whole. 
We ought to have been less bump- 
tious as only so could we foster 
and preserve that tenacity which 
alone can help us to a final tri- 
umph. The most difficult days are 
yet to come. 

Belief in our reverses and ras- 
cality is spreading in all countries 
and we have nothing to oppose 
to it. 

Luxemburg, Sept. 6, 1914.—The 
situation-is becoming difficult for 
the army. As we have not yet 
succeeded in encircling and taking 
prisoner great masses of troops, 
their

move and confront us in new po- 
sitions. 

The English through energetic 
efforts have again landed from 
40,000 to 60,000 men in the north. 
It is to be hoped that Maubeuge 
will soon fall and the besieging 
army corps there be set free. This 
is vital. A single army corps has 
already become of great moment. 

(Editor’s Note.—At this time 
the Battle of the Marne was in 
progress. In this engagement the 
Germans reached the extreme point 
of their advance, but were driven 
back by the French from the 
Marne to the Aisne.)

HE favorite recollection of my 
life as a soldier is the coup de 
It was a bold stroke, in which I 
was able to fight just like any sol- 
proves his worth in battle. 
The coup de main at Liege was 


the first of the sertes of German 
victories. The decision was a bold 
one, and the execution extremely 
daring. 

The plan of campaign which was 
inaugurated in August, 1914, was 
conceived by Gen. Count von 
Schiieffen, one of the greatest sol- 
diers who aver lived. It was 
planned by him in the event of 
France not respecting Belgium's 
neutrality, or of Belgium joining 
France. On this assumption the 
advance of the German main 
forces through Belgium followed as 
a matter of course. Any other plan 
of campaign would have been 
crippled owing to the danger from 
Belgium to the German right 
flank, and would have precluded 
a quick: and decisive blow at 
France, which was essentia! in or- 
der to meet in time the great dan- 
ger of a Russian invasion into the 
heart of Germany. In the as- 
sumed military situation, as count- 
less war games had abundantly 
demonstrated, an offensive against 
Russta, with simultaneous defen- 
sive operations in the West, im- 
plied, as a matter of course, a long 
war, and was, therefore, rejected 
by Count von Schiieffen. 

When there was no longer any 

doubt as to the attitude-of France 
and Belgium, Count von Schlief- 
fen's scheme was carried into exe- 
cution. 
* As to how far Gen. von Moltke 
conferred with the imperial Chan- 
eellor, Von Bethmann, on the 
question of a march through Bel- 
cium I do know. In any case, no 
such negotiations were ever con- 
ducted through my department, 
as it was not a matter with which 
it- was concerned. Whether the 
question had been delegated to the 
General Staff is also unknown to 
me. We were all convinced of the 
oundness.of. this plan. Nobody be- 
lieved in Belgium’s neutrality. 


Tour With Crown Prince Before 
War. 

At the outbreak of war I was 
Brigade Commander at Strasburg. 
For a long time I had been on 
the General Staff, and latterly, 
from March, 1904, to January, 
1913, with only one short interval, 
in the operations ee eee 
which I was then chief. Theré I 
gained an insight into our prep- 
arations for war and the relative 
strength of the opposing forces. 
My principal work was strategic 
plans, the directions for which 
were given by the Chief of Staff 
himself. 

For a long time my mobilization 
orders had appointed me Director 
of Military Operations at General 
Headquarters: but, of course, this 
was changed when I took over the 
command of the Thirty-ninth Reg- 
iment of Fusileers in Dusseldorf in 
1912. My successor on the staff 
Was appointed to that position. 

In April, 1914, I went to Stras- 
burg, where Gen. von Reimling’s 
presence insured an active aili- 
tary life for every man in his 
command The position as Bri- 
gade Commander was quite dif- 
ferent 1 om that of regimental 
Commander in Dusseldorf. I 
missed the direct intercourse with, 
the troops and the corps of offi- 
cers, and was occupied chiefly 
with organization. Before the out- 


break of war I had the pleasure 
of parading my. brigade for in- 
spection at Bitsch. 

Prince Planned Big Moves. 

There was again a question of 
my being appointed as Quarter- 
master-General on the Great Gen- 
eral Staff; I was, of course, doing 
General Staff work. In May I 
took part in a tour of inspection, 
which began in Freiburg in Breis- 
gau and ended in Cologne. His 
Imperial Highness, the Crown 
Prince, was with us. He devoted 
himself with great zeal to his 
work, and showed both sound un- 
derstanding of military affairs and 
insight into large-scale operations. 
In August I had to conduct a so- 
called “supply tour,” in which the 
strategical plan for the supply of 
an army was examined. 

Austria-Hungary’s note to Serbia 
at the end of July came as a 
shock to me in Strasburg; nobody 
could ignore its seriousness. War 
Was soon a certainty. Diplomacy 
presented the Germany army with 
an extremely difficult task. In 
great anxiety I followed events in 
Berlin then as I still do, feeling 
that so far as I was concerned, I 
was not responsible for whatever 
happened. 

General mobilization was decreed 
on Aug. 1. My wife went to Ber- 
lin immediately, for the families 
of all officers and officials were 
ordered to leave Strasburg. Dur- 
ing the whole four years of war 
we were unable to set up a home 
of our own, and I was never able 
to pay any but short flying visits 
to my wife. My family had little 


consideration during these moment- | 


ous days, for all my time was oc- 
cupied by my work. 
Ordered to Surprise Liege. 

Early on Aug. 2 I traveled, 
with my horses, via Cologne, to 
Aix-la-Chapelle, which I reached 
on the same evening. Under mo- 
bilization orders I was appointed 
Quartermaster-General of the Sec- 
ond Army, then commanded by 
Gen. von Buelow, with Gen. von 
Lauenstein as his chief of staff. 
I valued this position because of 
Liege, but otherwise it was not 
particularly attractive. 

Next I had to join Gen. von Em- 
mich, who had been given the 
task of taking the fortress of 
Liege by surprise, the troops for 
this purpose being composed of 
some quickly molibized mixed in- 


fantry brigades which had not been | 


brought up to full strength. By 
this move it was intended to clear 
a way through Belgium for the 
army. 

I took up my quarters in Alix-la- 
Chapelle at the Hotel Union. 

Early on Aug. 3, Gen. von Em- 
mich arrived. 
met this distinguished soldier, but 
from that time onwards I cher- 
ished a feeling of deep esteem for 
him, which lasted until the day 
of his death. His chief of stall 
was Col. Count von Lambsdorff, a 
brilliant -officer, who won great 
distinction at Liege and elsewhera 

Early on Aug. 4 the advance over 


the Belgian frontier began, while in 


Berlin the Reichstag, in a patriot- 
ic demonstration, voted its support 
to the Government, and the party 
leaders, after the speech from the 
throne had been read,-vociferously 


I had not previously | 


proclaimed their unconditional al- 
legiance to the Kaiser, come what 
might. The same day I had my 
first experience of fighting in an 
engagement near Vise, close to the 
Dutch frontier. 

It was evident that Belgium had 
long been prepared for our ad- 
vance. The roads had been sys- 
tematically. destroyed and barri- 
caded, showing that a great dea] of 
work had been done beforehand. 
No such obstacles could be found 
on the southwest frontier of Bel- 
gium. Why had Belgium not taken 


similar precautions against France? | 


(Note.—It will be recalled that 
in the years preceding the war 
Germany had built a series of 
strategic railways, with elaborate 
“rail heads” or unloading stations 
to Aix-la-Chapelle and other points 
facing the Belgian frontier and so 
thus had greatly alarmed the peo- 
ple and military authorities of Bel- 
gium.) 

The question as to whether we 
could secure the bridges at Vise in- 
tact was one of special importance. 
I went on to visit Von der Mar- 
witz’s cavalry, which was then on 
its way to the town, but was able 
to advance only slowly, because 
one barricade after another barred 
the way. At my request a cyclist 
company was sent to reconnoiter. 
After a short while a cyclist re- 
turned with the news that’ the 
company had entered Vise and had 
been completely annihilated. 

I went with two more men to 
see for myself, and to my joy I 
found the company intact with the 
exception of the leader, who had 
been badly wounded by a shot 
fired from the opposite bank of 
the Meuse. This little tpisode was 
useful to me later on, for it taught 
me to be more skeptical of such 
canards, or, as they were subse- 
quently called, Etappen rumors. 

The beautiful Meuse bridges had 
been destroyed; Belgium was 
ready for war. 

Insists Civilians Fought. 

I was in Herve the same eve- 
ning, my first headquarters on en- 
emy soil. We spent the night at 
an inn opposite the station. “The 
whole town was intact, and we 
went to bed with a quiet mind. 
During the night I was awakened 
by brisk firing, some of which was 
directed on our house. The franc- 
tireur warfare in Belgium had be- 
gun. It broke out everywhere the 
next day, and it was this sort of 
thing which aroused that intense 
bitterness that during those first 
years characterized the war on the 
Western front in contrast to the 
feeling prevailing in the East. 

The Belgian Government took a 
grave responsibility upon itself. It 
had systematically organized ci- 
vilian warfare. The Garde Civiqua, 
which in the days of peace had its 
own arms and special uniforms, 
were able to appear sometimes in 
one garb and sometimes in an- 
other. The Belgian soldiers must 
also have had a special civilian 
suit in their knapsacks at the com- 
mencement of the war. In the 
trenches near Fort Barchon, to the 
northeast of Liege, I myself saw 
uniforms which had been left be- 
hind by soldiers who had fought 
there. 

Such action was not in keeping 
with the usages of war; our troops 


field with chivalrous and humane 
conceptions of warfare. This 
franc-tireur warfare was bound to 
disgust any soldier; it caused me 
personally bitter disillusionment. 

German Troops Were Nervous. 

The advance brigades had, in- 
deed, a difficult task to accom- 
plish before Liege. It was cer- 
tainly an extraordinarily bold 
plan to penetrate the girdle of 
forts right into the heart of a 
modern fortress. The troops felt 
nervous; from conversations with 
the officers, I gathered that their 
faith in the success of this under- 
taking was only slight. 

In the night of the 5th-6th Au- 
gust the advance on Liege through 
its fortifications began. The ac- 
tion in all its details has already 
been described by the General 
Staff in a pamphlet published. by 
StaJing of Oldenburg. It is not 
my intention to go over this 
ground again, for I wish to set 
down my persona) 
only. 

Towards midnight of the 5bth- 
6th, Gen. von Emmich left Havre. 
We rode to Micheroux, about two 
or three kilometers (about two 
miles) from Fort Fleron, where 
the Fourteenth Infantry Brigade.

Under cover of the darkness th« 
troops, taking with them the un- 
familiar but invaluable field kitch- 
ens, were collecting in a very un- 
soldierly manner on a road, which 
could easily have been swept by 
the guns of the fort.

Forced to Lead the Attack. 

About 1 o’clock.the advance be. 
gan. It was to take us north 
Fort Fleron via Retinne throug! 
the line of forts, and then on to 
the heights of La Chartreuse, on 
the outskirts of the town. We were 
due there early in the morning. 
The other brigades which were to 
break through the girdle of forts 
at other points were to reach the 
town at the same hour. 

Gen. von Emmich’s staff was 
almost at the end of the column. 
Suddenly it came to a standstil!. 
I pushed my way to the front. 
There was no apparent reason for 
the halt, which proved to have

‘been due to a most regrettable 


misunderstanding of the situation. 
I myself was really only a specta- 
tor, and had no authority to give 
orders. 1 was only there to report 
on the operations at Liege to my 
army command, which was to ar- 
rive later, and also to co-ordinate 
zen. von Emmiclis plans with 
Gen. von Bluelow’s anticipated 
scheme. 

I put the column [tn motion 
again and remained at its head. 
In the meantime, we had lost 
touch with the troops in front. We 
had considerable troubte in finding 
our way in the pitch darkness, but 
at lemgth reached Retinne We 
were still out of tonch with the 
others. 

I started out from the village 
at the head of the column, and 
took the wrong road. We were im- 
mediately fired at, and men fell 
right and leff. I shall never forget 
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many was only drawn in as Aus- 
tria’s ally. If, therefore, Austria 
and Russia were, as was evident, 
ready to discuss matters, and Ger- 
many did not desire war on her 
own account, it seemed to me only 
logical that Germany should hold 
her hand and wait for a peaceful 
settlement. Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs—Jagow-—said that 
Austria's readiness to discuss was 
the result of German influence at 
Vienna and, had not Russia mobi- 
lized against Germany, all would 
have been well.”) 

Luxemburg, Sept. 10, 1914.— 
Things do not go forward in Tur- 
key. Part of the blame lies with 
those who will not reagsure them 
as to the fate of the Dardanelles. 
Such bickering is itncomprehensi- 
ble. 

In the Balkans the opinion pre- 
vails that the Austrians have been 
badly beaten. If that is so we can 
give up hope of any help from this 
quarter or from Islam. The En- 
ghish are sonding strong re-en- 
forcements and our advance has 
been stopped for the present. But 
I still hope for the final victory. 

We have ascertained somewhat 
late the intentions of the French. 
Our troop movements will hardly 
take place in due time. The 
French have a thick network of 
rallways behind them. Our brave 
fellows must for the most part 
proceed on foot. The French re- 
ceive all news through their Eiffel 
Tower. We, on the other hand, 
hear nothing from the outside 
world. 

Luxemburg, Sept. t1, 1914.— 
The war will not be over as quick- 
ly as some think. England realizes 
she is fighting fot her existence. 
In the month of August she lost 
48 per cent of her trade and com- 
merce. That tells. 

The women in England are par- 
tieulariy furious with us, and ride 
astride through the streets to drum 
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up recruiting. 

This morning I motored to a 
woods and strolled through it for 
hours. The forests here, neglect- 
ed from a forestry standpoint, are 
all the more picturesque. On the 
whole, Luxemburg seems to be an 
extremely slovenly land. The con- 
stant straining of all energies and 
military service in Germany have 
borne excellent fruit. 

One cannot help thinking of the 
radical bickering about militarism, 
the Zabern affair, etc. How foolish 
it all was. One great merit must 
be ascribed to the Emperor. He 
has not let the military power 
slacken. 


Sept. 13, 1914.—The battle has 
not been successful on our right 
wing. Whilst the guards on the 
left wing under Buelow advanced 
victoriously. The French com- 
mander in chief seems a man, ev- 
ery inch of him. 

As regards opinion here, it 
seems to be that we would have 
done better had we allowed the 
troops a short breathing space. 
Meanwhile, as we were withdraw- 
ing our troops, there has been an- 
other attack, especially strong, by 
the English, and there is great 
anxiety as to whether our re-en- 
forcements will come up in time. 

We were too sure of victory and 
always take the systematic re- 
treating of the French and En- 
glish to mean defeat. 


There is great depression here 
as regards the present situation, 
particularly because the Austrians 
cannot hold out near Lemberg and 
are calling for help. Hindenburer’s 
new victory tn East Prussia is not 
sufficient to outbalance that. I 
don’t reckon much on Polish help. 

Although the guards were vic- 
torious on their wing, on The last 
day of fighting they had to leave 


their wounded behind. 
Syndicate, —_ 
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hearing the thud of bullets strik- 
ing human bodies. We made a few 
attacks on the invisible enemy, but 
the firing became more intense. It 
Was not easy to take our bearings 
in the dark, but there was no 
doubt that we had taken the wrong 
turning. 

The essential thing was to get 
out of range, and this was unfor- 
tunate, because the men could only 
think that I was afraid. But there 
was nothing elae to be done—high- 
er things were at stake. I crept 
back and gave my men the order 
to follow me to the outskirts of 
the village. 

Runs Into Machine Gun Nest. 

Once back at Retinne,«I found 
the right road. Here I saw Gen. 
von Wussow’'s orderly with his 
horses. He thought that the Gen- 
eral had fallen. With a handful! of 
men I took the right road, a 
raetaled road leading to Queue du 
Bois. Suddenly there was firing 
ahead. Machine-gun bullets swept 
the road, but did not harm us. 

A little further on we came 
across a heap of dead and wound- 
ed German soldiers, who proved 
to be some of the advance party 
with Gen’ von Wussow. They 
must have run into machine gun 
fire earlier on. I collected some 
men of the Fourth Jaeger Battal- 
ton and the Twenty-seventh Infan- 
try Regiment, who were gradually 
arriving, and decided to take over 
the command of the brigade 

The first thing to be done was to 
clear the road of the enemy's ma- 
chine guns. Capts. von Harbou 
and Brinckmann of the seneral 
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staff pushed their way, with a few 
brave men, through the hedges 
and farms on both sides of the 
road, and fell upon the guns. The 
strong gun team surrendered and 
the road was clear. 

We continued on our way and 
soon were engaged in heavy house- 
to-house fighting in Queue du Bots. 
Gradually it became light. I went 
on ahead with a few men, the two 
staff Captains, Maj. von Marcard. 
commanding the Fourth Rifles: 
Maj. von Greiff, commanding the 
Second Detachment of the Fourth 
Field Regiment, 
adjutant, Lieut.
